jest iocredible UFO sightings..in European History have .hear_ 

occurring in Belgium since'November'of' 1989. With nore than 6000 -witnesses 
and hundreds of sightings, the abject which has been described as a 
large tri angular type craft, has been observed in the night sky of Belgium 
for some 150 straight days so far. The object which is reported to be 
sevral hundred feet across has been reported to have 3 very large white 
lights in each corner of the underside of the craft- 

The object which has been chased by Belgium Air Force F-16 jets 
an several occasions' is reportedly capable of; 

1) Traveling at low altitude at speeds as low as 10 *jph. 

2) Beportedly nates almost no n o ise and it h aa been alleged on occasltmS 
to mate a slight burning noise based on witnesses' reports. 

3) It can change directions on a dime or accelerate at speeds faster 
than the capabilities of known aircraft. 

4) It has been able to make hairpin turns and then accelerate off at 
incredible speeds.

Colonel Wilfred DeBrouner of the Belgium Air Force has publicly 
stated,"These are UFO sightings; we don't know what they are." Colonel 
DeBrouner has stated that the Belgium Air Force is under orders to continue 
its investigations and to try to determine what it is. 

the Free University in Brussels which is partly state run is conducting 
investigations into the alleged sightings. Under' the auspices of noted 
physicist For. Leon Brenig, the university has been conducting investigations 
into the craft and its flight characteristics. Prof Leon Brenig has 
publicly stated that no modern jet aircraft known cdbld duplicate the 
mane uvers or speed of this strange aircraft. 

The incidents have been so astounding and have attracted so ojeh 
attention that news papers and T.V. in France,Spain and Germany have 
picked up the story.

THE SOOTH AFRICAN U.F.O. CRASH RETRIEVAL 



Oi Nfeiy 7th, 1989, it has been reported that the South African Air 
Force intercepted and brought down a O-F-O. over the North Western part 
of the Kalahari Desert in South Africa. Timothy Good, noted O.F.O. researcher, 
has apparently been able to obtain copies of Top Secret South African 
Air Force Documents from a active service South African Air Force General 
leaked the intonation. 

The incident began m the morning of Hay 7th, when a South African 
Navy frigate reported an incoming abject heading North West along the 
Western Qaagfe line of South Africa. Stertiy after this, inland radar 
stations confirmed the track of the object which was traveling at high 
speed. Two South African Mirage HIE interceptors were scrambled to 
intercept the object. One of the jets was equiped with an experimental 
laeser weapon which was used to bring dcam the craft.

died within hours of the rescue operation while the other being was ahle 
to survive two weeks before succim&ing. to respiratory-problems stomring 
from difficulty breathing our atmosphere. 

Hie papers Timothy Good has revealed also indicate that a deal was 
made between the Doited States Government and the South Afri c an Government. 

In exchange for the craft, the bodies and the technology recovered; 
the United States Government premised to turn over twenty nuclear warheads 
to the South African Go v e r nment.Subsequently, the craft and the bodies 
were shipped to Wright Patterson Air Force Base where it is currently 
being examined.

St ring field, noted authority on Crash Retrieval Information, indicates 
that he gives the story seme credence, but the final word as to its 
authenticity will have to wait further investigation. It appears the 
final word on this report will be based an the authenticity of the documents. 

There is same speculation that this case may be an elaborate fraud, 
but again it will take same time in sorting out the facts. As the story 
develops more will be reported to you.

WYTOVILLE,VIRGINIA; Wythville Oocimnity College an February 18th this 
year sponsored a lecture by noted U.F.O. Researcher Tony Gonsalves an 
U-F-O.s- Tony Gonsalves has been active in investigating reports of 
UPO-Stealth Technology connections. At the talk at the Community College, 
Gonsalves addressed a croud of 75 people in this city which in the last 
several years has been a focal point of nany UFO sightings.

GRKENSBUHG,PENNSYLVANIA; The "Post Gazette", which is published here 
in Greensburg, reported that the Pennsylvania Society for the Unexplained 
released the following information for the year 1989. Stan Gordon, founder [ 
and director of the Pennsylvania based volunteer research organization, 
reported that there has been a significant drop in UFO sightings for 
the year. In 1989, the mater of sightings reported were 168 for the 
year, this was 87 fewer than for the previous year.

They subsequently filed 
a local po lice report. 

2) On August 31,1989 U.F.O.s wore spotted in several Counties in a. rather 
short space of time. During the course of these three sightings the 
objects were observed persued by military jets. 

3) On October 28th, 1989 a report of a unusual hovering light that picked 
up speed as mxnevous military jets in sigle formation chased it. 

-10 on December 23,1989 in Warren County, a number of triangular shaped 
aerial objects were seen in the afternoon near a power station. This 
follows these objects long established tendency to be seen near and 
over power stations and generating facilities. 

5) Hie Association continues to receive reports of numerous Bigfoot 
sightings especially in the Chestnut Ridge area of Westmoreland County.

.The activity cn the Island continues to mount. Reports of current 

activity have reached us that indicates that the trend continues..... 

On toy 12th a large object composed of six very large amber lights was 
observed by motorists hovering near the New York Telephone Microwave 
Tower in Shirley which is adjacent to the Sunrise Highway in that area. 

The witness informed LILJFCN investigators that the abject rose straight 
up and went backwards towards the West and then made a right angle turn 
and shot across her line of sight over Sunrise Highway at what the witness 
alleged was supersonic speed.

Another report that has been received and investigated by LIUFON ancems 
the sighting of an extremely large object seen over the Ocean in the 

area of East Moriches near the Coast Guard Station.This sighting 

occurred around April 19th at 1:22 A-M. in the morning. The witness 
stated that he observed a pattern of five very bright white lights in 
a circular formation which were revolving in a rotating formation. 

The obejct was at least 1/2 mile out over the water* and wade no noise. 

The size according to our ccw^xitations puts the lights at an average 
size of 116 feet in diammeter and the overall size of the object in 
excess of 1150 feet in diameter. The witness said that he could not 
see a definite structure behind the object but the lights appeared to 
be attached to scmething. He did not feel that these were advertising 
lights frees a searchlight system since he could see no boat on the 
water's surface that could be projecting them.

The hnshnnd went 
outside with the couple's teenage son. In the dead of night they could 
see not a soul in the woods, yet they could hear the sowds of very 
lite footfalls and the breaking of twigs and branches comparable to 
the sound of at least six to eight persons. They became alarmed because 
after repeated warnings far the parties to leave. The husband then reported 
be fire two shot gem blasts into the top of the trees and whoever or 
whatever it was did not stop caning. Alarmed at these persistent intruders 
the father and son retreated to the house to go call the'pollce: Mien 
the police arrived they found no trace of any one in the area. The family 
decided to call us to check out the story. The main reason they wanted 
our assistance is because they reported to us that they have had two 
dogs and cats disappear frrm their property in the last three years 

without a trace.It should be noted that during the height of the 

Gulf Breeze sightings people down there in that Florida Oonmmity 

were reporting their dogs disappearing without a trace fron their backyards.

.Hie activity an the Island continues to mount. Reports of current 

activity have reached us that indicates that the trend continues. 

On Hay 12th a large object ccuixjsed of six very large amber lights was 
observed by motorists havering near the New York Telephone Microwave 
Tower in Shirley which is adjacent bo the Sunrise Highway in that area. 

Hie witness informed LIOPGN investigators that the object rase straight 
up and rent backwards towards the West and then made a right angle turn 
and shot across her line of sight oyer Sunrise Highway at what the witness 
alleged was supersonic speed.

extremely bright.....The witness also said the object made no noise. 

Another report that has been received and investigated by UUFON concerns 
the sighting of an extremely large object seen ewer the Ocean in the 

area of East Mbriches near the Coast Guard Station.This sighting 

occurred around April 19th at Is22 A-M- in the morning. The witness 
stated that he observed a pattern of five very bright white lights in 
a circular fonetion which were revolving in a rotating formation- 
Hie obejet was at least 1/2 mile out over the wateiyand made no noise. 

Hie size according to our ccmgxitatians puts the lights at an average 
size of 116 feet in diammeter and the overall size of the object in 
excess of 1150 feet in dimeter. The witness said that he could not 
see a definite structure behind the object but the lights appeared to 
be attached to something. He did not feel that these were advertising 
lights frem a searchlight system since he could see no boat on the 
water's surface that could be projecting them. He did not see any beams 
of light frem the Shoreline or from the surface of the Ocean and the 
brightness of the lights themselves were far greater than would be the 
intensity of any searchlight- Hie witness wishes to remain confidaitial 
but he is of a reputable, stable background and does not seek publicity.

classify as a "High Strangeness Report” for unusual events and unusual 
phmomena. Hie location is a private residence located on Old Country 
Road some tre miles fra our Speonk Landing Site Location. Hie family 
own a gxtrenel? large piece of property on which they have a horse 
corral and a wooded area with riding trails through- In November they 
reported that one night that their horses became spooked by what sounded 
like people walking in the moods behiix the corral- The husband went 
outside with the cockle's teenage son. In the dead of night they could 
see not a soul in the woods, yet they could hear the sounds of very 
lite footfalls and the breaking of twigs and tranches comparable to 
the sound of at least six to eight persons. Hiey became alarmed because 
after repeated warnings for the parties to leave. The husband then reported 
'he fire two shot gun blasts into the top of the trees and whoever or 
whatever it was did not stop coming. Alarmed at these persistent intruders 
the father and son retreated to the house to go cail the pollce^ When 
the police arrived they fomd no trace of any one in the area. The family 
decided to call us to chec* out the story.
